Hcmuisgc uf the ctiieis of eseh tribe was 
prescot 
by an article of this treaty 
the women and children captured were 
<obe reatorod» and the boundary line 
between the nations run and establiahed. 
under the auiUarity of tbe U. States 


Now, the c »mjilsinls, of the Oiagas 
are, that the captives have not been re 
stored, nor the lin« esublishcd ; and 
that the Cherokee» intrude upoii their 
itumiiig grounds. 
And me chi.-Is here 
ceme to give notice to the U !i(ates, as 
the guarantee of the treaty, of these 
infractiQns, before they proceed tj re* 
dress themselves. 


Tbe Osages. a few years ago, were 
the terror of all nci|;hboring people ; 
gigantic in iheir siaturet and ferocious 
in their disposition. 
They are «itll re* 
oiiirked lor their lofty stature and fi'U) 
persons ; but thetr hirocity of temper 
has yielded to the mflueoce of civilisa* 
lion. 
They are now accounted the 
mo«t peaceable of all the lodians.-~ln 
iS06, Cspt Fiket who visited their 
towns, said that they had beeoine quak* 
ers in iheir policy and cultivator» in 
their habits. 
I heir conduc. with the 
Cherokers hns corresponded with this 
character ; und it i« greatly to be dcsir* 
ed, tlie efiicirni io'ei poiition of the 
goveromenl o'-ay conGi <n them in the 
h>ibi( of ap^ieuli ig to the United States 
fur the redrc&H <.1’ 'iiciv wiongs.

The number» assembled at Smiihfield 
were estimated at from SU to 6«i.t)00, 
who peaceably dispetscd in the after­ 
noon.

Df/eat of the Kmprror of Morocco 
An arrival at this place from Gibral* 
a«, brings late accomg^from tlie coast 
of Barbery* 
I he p i^ j^ continued to 
age in many parts of that ill*fated coun 
iiy, particularly in Algiers, throughout 
tbe whole of which kingdom it was 
spreading with terrible devastation. 
In 
many cities of Morocco the pestilence 
had been severely felt ; snd to this, is 
now added (he mortslity of war, which 
has added thousands to the heap of dy­ 
ing victims. The following are the par* 
ticulars, of a late battle between (he 
king's troops, and the Arabs, in which 
the latter were completely victorious ; 


Tamoixxs, Junb 10 —1 he Emperor 
of Morocco, at the head of an army of 
56,000 men. and attended by his Son. 
and principal Bashaws, marched last 
month, against s numerous tribe of re- 
bellioua Arsbs for the purpose of chas­ 
tising them. On the 31st, the sttacU 
commenced at 11 In the morning, and 
was kept up. until five in the afternoon, 
when the whole King's army, himself 
included, remained st the mercy of the 
conqueror, having lost between killed 
and wounded, no fewer thsn 30,000 men 
The Arabs desperately charged with 
the bayonet, having the deep river Mar*
